The 
three  objects  seen  by  Petersens  maneuvered,  changed  direction,  and 
speed.  Two  objects  flew  tqgether  and  were  overtaken  by  third  object. 
Then  objects  dropped  sparks,  and  flickered  and  disappeared.  Appeared

' Object  at  9:00  traversed  about  45  N to  S approximately  and  appeared 
as  elliptical  sharply  defined  shape  about  1/4  inch  apparent  length 
through  binoculars.  V.ras  surrounded  by  orange  aura  about  4 times

Dropped  three  "sparks"  or  spheres  of  yellow-orange  light*,  flickered, 
and  disappeared  about  10°  N of  Zenith.

Two  objects  appeared  in  North  about  30°  above  horizon  about  10°  apart.

Color  was  golden  orange.  Naked  eye  magnitude  about  - 10.  0.  Objects 
moved  very  slowly  southward,  to  a position  almost  overhead,  then 
stopped  dead  and  hovered  motionless  for  at  least  5 mintues.  Through 
16  x 50  binoculars  the  objects  appeared  about  1/4"  in  diameter,  and  were 
sharply  defined  discs.  Around  the  periphery  of  each  was  a row  of 
apparently  detached  orange  lights.  'Q-  The  lights  were 

approximately  8 or  10  in  number.  The  extremely  brilliant  golden  orange 
color  v/as  very  steady.  There  was  no  sound  associated  with  the  objects. 

About  15  people  were  in  the  group  observing  the  objects,  including  the 
occupants  of  two  cars  which  had  stopped.  In  addition  to  the  v/riter’s  16  x 50 
binoculars,  another  observer  had  10  x 50  binoculars.  Several  of  the 
observers  viewed  the  objects  through  the  binoculars.  The  discs  had  an 
apparent  diameter,  through  the  binoculars,  of  approximately  1/4  to  5/16  inch, 
excluding  the  peripheral  lights.  After  hovering  motionless  for  4 or  5 minutes, 
the  object  on  the  right  started  to  flicker  violently  and  dropped  a quantity 

of  orange  glowing  material  from  its  periphery.  After  several  more  violent 
flickers,  it  disappeared  and  then  became  visible  again,  dropped  more
